in the majority 
of cases the feuUs soak for nn hour or 
so in Boapy water, putting them in 
when tho water is quite hot.

clently soft to admit of ellnirtUig with­ 
out very muich scnIbbiBgf 
Rinse iu

“Some stiffening is ne<^8.shry to ^yo 
tho linen the appeiironce of iro8t|i|e8s 
W’hlch It has when It comes to you 
from the tailor. 
On the other hand, 
tbe greatest care should bo taken not 
to have too much stlfTenlng. 
That 
ruins the appearance of what would 
otherwise be a perfectly washed suit 
You want Just enough to give tho linen 
body and yet not take away from its 
suppleness, 


“In washing colored linens, excepting 
tans and browns, color all the waters 
and try always to avoid putting soap 
on colored linen, and also do not use 
water hotter than blood he.1t. allowing 
the linen to soak only a few minutes 
before washing It out and putting it 
In a second water of the same tempera­ 
ture and colorcd. 
Three waters are 
generally enough for a colored linen 
suit. Wliere tho suit 1.*^ not much soil­ 
ed two will be enough. The stiffening 
water must be colored just as was that 
in which the washing and rinsing was 
done. 


“After wringing In the cotton sheet 
care must be taken In hauglng both 
coats and skirts for the drying process. 
Fresh air for colored linen and sun for 
the white—that is the ideal drying 
process. House drying never gives tho 
satisfaction that a good luundresa 
wants for her work. 
Steam drying 
should be a last resort. It Injures the 
texture of the goods and leaves the 
colors loss brilliant. 


"The figures on which suits get their 
final shaping are the kind used by 
good dressmakers and tailors. 
I have 
all sizes and covered so that the suits 
got ns nearly as posAible the shape of 
their owners. 
I keep tho figures ar­ 
rayed in fresh petticoats and ehlrt 
waists, and when the freshly washed 
suftjB are on them I’m not ashamed for 
any one to walk Into my shaping 
rooms. 
Each suit is taken from tho 
figure and placed in It.s box for ship­ 
ment Great care Is taken to see that 
every part c ' i i • 
' *ly dry.” 


HOW TO MAKE CANNA BEDS. 


43o Not Plant For -Many Variatia* or 
Colors. 


As cannas are subtropical plants they 
th riv e only 
In 
w a rm 
w eather and 
should bo planted only when tho season 
la well advancoil. M ay 20 to Juno 15 ia 
b est for tho territory betw een latitudes 
40 a n d 45. T he plnuts are deep rooted, 
therefore the bed should be dug deep. 
It also is im p o rtan t to provide plenty 
of p lan t food. 
T h ree inches of well 
rotted m anuro sp aded Into tho soil Is 
not too much. 
Do not elevato tho cen­ 
te r o f tho bed, b u t leave level so w ater 
vdll n o t run off. 


I f th e bed is to contain several va­ 
rieties of cannas m uch care should he 
fiiveu to the selocUon of tho varieties. 
I f th o bed is to Ije viewed from nil 
sides put tho taller varieties in the cen­ 
te r a n d U8 0 tho sh o rter kinds for th e 
b o rd er rows. 
Your florist can give a d ­ 
vice about the varieties best suited for 
the purpose. 


P o not plant too m an y varieties. U n ­ 
less it Is an exceptionally large bed tw o 
or th ree will he b e tte r than more. F o r 
sm all beds a dozen to eighteen plants 
a re enough. 
It Is good taste to uso 
som e other plant for a border. 
If tall 
grow ing cannas a re used the fountain 
g ra s s is unsurpassed, and for d w a rf 
kinds such plants ns coleus, d w a rf sal 
vlas and dusty miller are serviceable.

Leave it to the old hen to pick out 
the best nest to lay in. She can do 
it better than you can. 


Two sprinklings a week with kero­ 
sene oil should keep the house frne 
from insect pests. 
But be thorough. 


'In heavy-soll localities, gapes are 
apt to attack young chicks, especial­ 
ly when quartered on damp, heavy 
ground, 
iln light, sandy soils 
this 
disease is ])ractically unknown. 


As the da;,.s heconie warmer, shade 
must he provided in the runs. Wbere 
there are no trees to furnish 
this, 
shady nooks can be constructed which 
will give thr youngsters a chance to 
gel away from the direct rays of the 
hot sun. 
This matter must bo at­ 
tended to or the chicks will 
niont 
Avith a seblkack, and there will 
-Ije 
nvor(! or less prostrations. 


Overfeeding must be avoided, as 
must also underfeeding.

treme will stunt the growth of the 
young stock.

and never a feast today and a famine 
tomorrow 'be allowed. 


Have the coops large and roomy. 
This gives the hen space to move 
about and l>o comforta:ble. 
She is 
also less liable to step on the chicks, 
as might 'be the case if the coop is 
small. 


A good dust bath does more to 
keej) the chickenri free from lice 
than does* the occasional 
dosing 
with louse powder, and 
for 
this 
reason should always l)e a part of 
the j)oultry fixtures. 
Clean 
dry 
dust must be used. 


My method for kee])ing lice from 
troubling the poultry at nii^ht, is 
to suf^pend the roosting poles by 
wires from the rafters of the house 
If the poles are smooth the lice will 
not remain on them if they are 
there at all.

Ive years old, ljut it is a good plan 
o change tlie gobblers every year.

HOW TO GROW VEGETABLES. 


8«*dt 
Just 
Should N«v«r Be Sown 
After a 'Rainstorm. 


Just after a ralo is a poor time to 
sow seeds. 
It Ig better to wait until 
the ground can bo raked or harrowed 
easily. 
Wlion transplauting la to bo 
done, first wet the ground thoroughly. 
Then It will be possible to take up a 
good ball ot earth with the plant, and 
the roots will not suffer. 


Corn and melons should not he culti­ 
vated deeply. The root.s grow near thé 
surface, and merely stirring the Boil 
sufflclcntly to create a dust mulch la 
all the plant3 require. 


It Is important to have the garden 
tools sharp. Some people .never think 
of sharpening the blade of a hoe, but 
It is altogether worth while. 


Squashes keep best If allowed to re­ 
main on the vines as long as possible 
before the season of hard frosts. Then 
they got thoroughly ripened and the 
shell well hardened. 


Poultry manure Is a good dressing 
for the vegetable garden If scattered 
over the ground In the spring and cul­ 
tivated in. It is particularly good for 
forcing the growth of onions. 


Seeds of beets. par.snlp.s and carrots 
germinate slowly. Often weeds come 
up thickly before the plants appear, 
but the gardener is afraid to cultivate. 
A few rndlsh seeds sown with the oth­ 
ers will obviate this ditllculty by mark­ 
ing the rows within a few days. 


Some 
gardeners 
.-ireatly 
improve 
their lettuce, Swiss chard and spinach 
!>y growing them under a canopy of 
cheesecloth hold about live feet above 
the ground by stakes or a light frame.

Awnings heli). and so does the 
cool white wicker furnittire. but to 
have truly pleasant and airy sleeplOij 
quarters with imitation whiffs of coun­ 
try air one mu.st resort to horticulture 
In window l)oxes and all kinds of fresh 
water tactics. 


A window bo.'C overrun with bright 
green creepers and redolent flowers 
'Will not only Improve the prospect 
from your bedroom window, but tho 
atmosphere as v>'cll. Living plants ab­ 
sorb heat and poisonous gases, and the 
aroma of certnlti flowers has a salutary 
Influence. 
Flowers of a heavy, cloy­ 
ing perfume should be avoided, how­ 
ever, as they stimulate rather than 
soothe the senses that ought to bo 
composetl in sleep.
